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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 1 October 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicants argues with respect to claims 1-27 that Teicher does not disclose 
generating a child screen for each scene change of the broadcasting contents 
information. However, reading the claims in the broadest sense, Teicher does meet that 
limitation of the claims. Teicher is able to process videos or "broadcasting contents 
information" to generate miniaturized frames or "child screens" for each scene change 
(See Figs. 1-3; column 3 line 12 - column 4 line 39). For example, Teicher generates 
miniaturized frames for each scene change by detecting each scene change by 
measuring the change in the percentage of the basic colors within the video (See 
column 4 lines 29-38). This reads on the claimed limitations of generating "a child 
screen for each scene change of said broadcasting contents information", wherein the 
percentage of the basic colors within the video is considered to be part of the 
"broadcasting contents information". 

Applicant is reminded that although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that 
any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
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within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a 
reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 
1971). 

Teicher discloses a deficiency in existing browsing systems (e.g. the lack of 
efficiently browsing through video to identify details without being tiresome to users and 
prone to errors) and offers a new system that processes video (e.g. by locating scene 
changes) thereby allowing users to efficiently browse though video (See Teicher column 
1 lines 40-55 and Figs. 1-3; column 3 line 12 - column 4 line 39).
